Only the word 'tax' is mentioned The word 'tax' is 
mentioned in Article 199 of the Constitution If a tax 
is levied by a local authonty for local purposes it shall 
not come under 'cesses' Then the question is what about 
'cesses ' Would 'cesses come under 'tax' 
or not? If it is a cess imposed, abolished or altered- 
lt is altered 'ure by any local authority or body for local 
purposes 

Srt P Sundarayya 'Body' used in that Article means 
It may be any other authority apart from the local 
authority, in which case, the word 'body may mean also 
the r 'governing body Otherwise, if local authority 
and local body should mean the same, where is the need 
to repeat the words there? It would be redundant Local 
body and local authority are terms used for different local 
self govermp, bodies And when the word 'body 
cannot be equated with the word 'authority', 'body' must 
mean something other than 'local authority' This body 
might include a I rust Board, Port Trust, or it may be a 
semi Government body or it may be a Government body 
Therefore, the main question is, whether it is levied or 
collected by a local authority The other important point is, 
for what purposes is it used? If it is used for local pur-
